The attempt made yeflerday by Adrn'niftrati- 
on in the Houfc of Commons, was of fu»th a na- 
ture, that while it reflated In ihe. grofletf man- 
ner, on the undemanding of that auguft aflem- 
bly, exhibited a fccne «f the fhalloweft politics, 
that ever difgraced the council of this or any o- 
ther country.

The field ii larger and ai- 
ms ft every article of commerce, with the apper- 
taining dutiet, bounties, and drawbacks, &c. will 
require a fuitablc inveftigation. To give us e- 
qnai advantages with Britlfh traders, our fituati- 
on, circumftanccs, and tor ml difadvanlages, 
(which will appear on a compapifon) muff be du- 
ly confidered,— On this the moft important con- 
fe^juuncei may depend.

LONDON, Jan. 18. 

Clarke’s account from 
Kamafkifki of the death of Capr, Cooke, and of 
hi* intention to purfue his route for thc'difeovc- 
ty of the North Weft pifljgc, we jnuft with re- 
gret conclude he has failed in the attempt, or 
w* fhould have heard of him at toaft in thvNorth 
toas long ere this, if not have congratulated him 
on his adftual anival. 

If Capt, Clarke ffiould have failed in his at- 
tempt to difeover the North-Weft psflagc, he 
will be obliged to turn again to the Southward, 
to make the beff of hii .way home through th« 
Indian ocean, and in that cafe it will be at ieaft 
thefe two years before wc can expeft his return 
to England.

Cooke, ceme exprefs through Peteifburgh, from 
Kamai'd'-fba. 

-F/EtS.TheCourtGazcitc bnj at laft publifhed a 
i«fttrfrorn Admiral Rodney, dated the 9th of 
Jan. containing a detail of the captura of the 
Spanifh convoy. 

It informs us, thjft on the 8th of January, at 
break of day, he difeovered a first of 21 fail, that 
he immediately gave chafe, and the whole was 
taken in a few hours. This flact was found jo 
be Spanifh, with provifians and fforcs, that failed 
from St. Sflhaffion the utt January, under the 
protcdlion of feven armed vcficls belonging to the 
Royal Company ofCuracoa,of 64 guus and 550 
men, one of 28 guns and 150 men, one of 16 
and 60 men, one of 10 and 40 men> Part of 
this fleet were laden with provisions and ftorca 
fbr the Spanifh fquadron at Cadis ; the reft with 
merchandize for the Royal Company. The Ad- 
miral mentions in his letter that he IhoUtd order 
for England the vcflels laden with flojts, under 
convey of the American and Pearl men of war 5 
that had manned from his own fleet Ihe Spa- 
rtifh Ship of war, and had called her tlu Prince 
William, out of refpeft to his Royal Highnefs, 
in whofe prrience this veflel was taken. The 
Admiral fuppofes that this 'capture muft greatly 
diffrefs the cnemy 0 % t 

Wc have received no direfi news from Admi- 
ral Rodney, concerning hit engagement on the 
fcfilhof January, with Dfttt Juan dc Longars ; 
all that the Court has received and publifhed to 
what Mr. Fit* Herbert has Cent .front BruficlsJ 
That th* fquadron under the command of Don 
Longay# had an engagement, the circumftances 
of which were not yet known : That this fqua- 
dron confiftcd of n ffilpi of the line; of which 
3, viz. the St. Gcnnaro, St. Jufto, and the Mo- 
uarche, ware feperated from the fleet lin/ore the 

engagement. ThcSt. Julian, Sr.Eugcnio, St/Auguf- 
tine,andSt.LoicflKO, arrived at Cadis mu.cltlhat- 


tcrcd.TheSt.Domingo blew up in the engagement 
'FhePtccnix, the Pnnccfi and the Diligent were 
taken ; the firft of 80 guns, the other two of 70* 
Thafc accounts, without fatisfying our curiofity* 
ipcrcafe our inquietudes, which will not be re- 
moved till we hear of the conditionAdmiralRod- 
ncy was in after the engagement ; the obftinatc 
defence made by the Spaniards muff have greatly 
damaged fomcof our fhips. It is a month fince 
the engagement happened, and the particulars 
arc fo long in coming as to makeusfufpr&th&c 
this triumph has coft us dear, or at Ictft that 
Rodney is in no condition to go out of the hay of 
Gibraltar, and this acquifition, as we now flip-, 
pofc it, ezwy be a real difadvautsge to us. While 
he has carried provifion9 to GibraPer, be has 
left our Weft- India BLnda expofed, .to which 
the French are gone with fuch a force as mu ft 
render them really fuperior in thofc Teas. Ad- 
miral Parker has smufed himfelf there in purfuit 
of prizes j he has not attempted the retaking 
Grenada or St. Vincent $ and after Ihe arrival of 
Count dc Guichcn, wc may psihsps lofe Jamai- 
ca. Wc talk of reinforcing our fto«t in tha 
Weft-Indies, and there is certainly an indifpen- 
fablc nccefflty for- this, as Rodney is not on hi© 
way thither, and it is quite uncertain when ha 
will be able to fail to thofc coafti : and th? 
French fleet being fo much before him may put 
things in fuch a condition as may put it out of 
our power to regain a fupsriority.

I 
cannot fufficiendy erfprds, Sir, how great my u- 
tisfa&lon Will be in embracing fuch occauons, 
and in giving every proof of my attishment and 
entire devotion to the caufa of America. I have 
the honour to b*,8?c.

or civil incapacities, tend only to beget habits 
of hypocrify and mnnnefs, and are a, departure 
from the plan of the holy author of religion, who 
being Lord both of body and inlnd,yet chofe not 
to propagate it by coercions on either, as was 
in hts Aimi^hty power to do, but to extend it by 
* its influence on icafon alone : That the impious 
preemption of legfflttdrs and rulers, civil a« well 
as ecelefiaflicsd, who being themfeivcs but fal- 
lible and uninfplrcd men, have affumed domini- 
on ovrr ihi; fair'll of other*, fctdng up their own 
opinion Arid modes of thinking, as the only tru* 
and infallible, and as fuch eudeavouting to im- 
pole them on others', hath eflablifhed and main- 
tained lalfr religion, over the gteateft part of the 
world and through all time: That to compel a 
man to lunt'/h contributions of money for tho 
propagation of opinion*, which ho diibelieves and 
abhor*., is finfui and tyrannical : That even 
forcing him to fuppor’t this or that teacher of his 
own religious pcrfuTion is depriving him of the 
comfortable iibarty of giving his contributions to 
the particular paftor, whofe morals he would 
make his pattern, and whofe powers he feels moft 
peri'u alive to righteoufnefs ; and is withdrawing 
from the nimiftry thofe temporal rewards, which, 
proccsding ftom ati approbation of their perfcraal 
cojiduft, are an additional incitement to earneft 
ahd uncemitting labour for the infttu&ion of 
mankind : That our civil rights have no depend- 
ancs on our religious opinions, any more than 
our opinions in phyficka or geometry, That 
therefore the preforming any citizen as unwor- 
thy the public confidence, by laying upon him 
an incapacity of being called to offices of tiuft 
and emolument, unlefs he profe(s or renounce 
this or that religious opinion, is depriving him in- 
jurioufly of thofe privileges and advantages, to 
which In common with hia fellow citizens, he 
has a natural right: That it tends alfo to cor- 
rupt iheprinciplea of that very religion it is meant 
to encourage, by bribing with a monopoly of 
worldly honours and emoluments, thofe who will 
externally confefs and conform to It : That 
though they indeed arc criminal, who .do not 
withftand the temptation*, yet neither are thofe 
innocent who lay the bait in the way : I hat 
the opinions of men ate not the objeft of civil go- 
vernment, nor under its jurifdifctiori : That to 
fuffer the civil magiftraic to intrude hia power in- 
to the field of opinion, and to reftrain the pro- 
feffion or propagation of piinciples on fuppofitlon 
of th ir ill tendency* is a dangerous fallacy which 
at once deftroys all religious liberty, becaufc he, 
being of courfe judged that tendency, wilt make 
his own opinion* the rule of judgment^ and ap- 
prove or condemn the fentiments of other*, only 
as they fh*D fqua.c with or differ from hts own : 
That it is time enough for the rightful purpofss 
of civil government, for its officers to interfere, 
wheu principles break out into overt aft* ag&inft 
peace and good otder : And finally, that truth ia 
great and will prevail, if left to bcifdf ; that flic 
is the proper »nd fufficlcnt antagonift to cuar, 
and has nothing to fear from the conflift, umefs, 
by human interpofition, difarmed of her natural 
weapons, free argument* and debate > errors ccalf 
ing to be dangerous, when it is peemitud freejy 
to contradift them. 

We the General Affembly 6f Virginia doe- 
naft, that no man fliall be compelled to frequent 
or fuppoit any religious worfhip, place, of rm- 
niftry wbatfo»V*r,nor fliall be enforced, retrained 
moleftcd, or burth«ned in his bo'dy or goods, nor 
fliall otherwife fuffer on account of his religious' 
opinions or br<i«f,but that all men (bail be free to 
profefs, and by argument to maintain the.r opi- 
nion in matters of religion, and that the fame 
fliall in no wife drmimfh 3 enlarge, affeft their 
civil capacities. 

And though we well know tbatthU Affembly, 
cteftcd by the people fof the ordinary purpofrs ot 
Lcgiflation only, h»«e no power to uftrain the 
afts of (ucceeding affemblier, conftituted with 
powersdqual with our own, and that therefore, 
to declare this a£E irrevocable would be of no cf- 
fe£t in law p yet wc are free to declare, and do’ 
declare, that the rights herein afferted ate of the 
natural rights of mankind i and that if any aft 
fhall bte hereafter palled co repeal the prefent, or 
to narrow it* operations, fuch aft will be an in- 
fringdment of natural rights.

— For fe- 
verai nours in me middle of the day* the obfeu- 
rlty was lo great, that thofc who bad good eyc- 
iight, could fcarccly fee to read common print ; 
the birds and fowls, in many places, retired to 
their roofti,a« though it had been actually night, 
and people were obliged to light candles to dine 
by,— It was the judgment of many that at 
about it o’clock, (the time of the greateft ob- 
feurity) the day light was not greater, if fo great, 
as that of bright cnoon-light, which by calcu- 
lation has been found to be go»ooo times lefs 
than that of aclsar fun-ihiny day -during the 
whole time, a fickly, meiancholly glourn over- 
caft the face of nature Nor was the dark- 
.nefsof the night lefa uncommon and terrifying, 
than that of the day ; notwithftanding there was 
almoft a full moon; no objcdl was wcernab'e, 
but by the help of fotnc artiticial light, which, 
when iVen from the neighbouring, houfes and 
other placet at a diftance, appeared through a 
kind of Egyptian darknefs, which teemed almcil 
impervious to the rays. 

This unufual phenomenon excited the fears 
and apprehenfionaof many peopled Some confi- 
dcred it a» a portentous omen of the wrath of 
Heaven in vengeance denounced againft the land, 
others as the immediate harbinger of the laft day, 
«* when the jun ftollbe darkened, and the moonftall 
not give ktr light." But l conceive that this 
may be accounted for frdta natural caufes, with- 
out derogating from the wifdom and jufilce of 
him, who made and difpofed ths various parts of 
the univerfe, and has given to it general, uni- 
form and fimple laws, which If tbey.produce va- 
rious cfttf&t and fhew different apppcarancei, |t 
is from different circumffances .and fuu^tions on- 
ly. Yet what the natural caufes were which 
produced this uncommon appearance may be a 
queftion which welldefcrvcs a philofophic.al in- 
sfuiry, which prehapi might afford to thoff who 
indulge themfclvci iq the.abftrufe and curious 
refearchea of natural caufes, a large field for phi- 
fofophicat (peculation, . , , , 

f Without entering into a particular, minute, 
and pbilofophical expldnatloo of the pbyfical 
iaufe of light, its properties, and the laws of ,r«- 
fra&ttm and reflexion of its rays, in diftireot 
mediums, .1. (hall . confider in general, what 
might be the direft and immediate caufc of fo 
great art obftruftion of it, laft Friday.— It will 
irafity be conceived that the fqnfaticm of light is 
in proportion to.chc deafity, or quantity of rays 
emfited from the lunwnogs body, which fall on 
ihc eye of the btholder,, whether .thofc rifl* 
come immediately from the. luminous body it- 
felf, or- mediately by reflexion : And as the 
fun ia tlfe great and original fource of light to 
the inhabitants of this globe," whatever caufe 
moft obflrudls and prevent! his rays from com- 
ing to us, involves pi in the greateft darknefs 
(which is only a privation of light). It will al- 
io readily be granted, that lf.it was not f&t th« 
nflc£Hon of the fun’s rays from tbe atmofphere 
aud other furfounding objeas, «v«iy obftruQion 
thit prevented the fun’s rays from falling direct- 
ly upon us, would involve us in total, darknefs. 
Now I .ukc the direct and immediate caufs of 
the obftructionof light, at that time, to be vaft 
quantities of eUftics, heterogeneous vapours, 
generated in Bonfequence of the great body of 
fcow which covered the eatth fo tong the win- 
ter paft, and exhaled during the wfum dry wea- 
ther, iiamedia'tily proceeding this time, whieh 
then bad congcftcd and condenfsd into thick 
iloud*, which extended through the atmofphere 
for a vaft diftance : And when we confider that, 
thefe clouds were formed' of very heterogeneous 
particles of different denfities and fpecifick gra- 
vities, we aauft fuppofc they formed different 
bodies of flrata of clouds, and feme of the more 
croft muftbs fufpsnded at not a great diftance 
from the earth, ^easily at the atmofphere was 
.then greatly rarefied ; confidently the rays of 
light muft fuffer fo rainy rcfloctions a$d refraq- 


*iom In paffing them, that bat very few could 
poffibly be cranfmitted, and thofc that were, 
would be the leaftrefl«Kib!s and refrangible, which 
arc thofc of the red, yellow, grange and green 
colours ; which may account for the fickly gleo.m 
in which objefts then appeared. .The vaft ex- 
tent of the clouds and their pezrnefs to the earth 
prevented our receiving much advantage fromthc 
refieftion of any part of the atmofphe/r, which 
w»s not then clouded. And the fame caufe that 
ptoduced this tff*<ft in the day time, would make 
the night proportionally dark. 

Thcfc are only Come general hints, fuggefted 
in an inaccurate and loou manner, which i hope 
to fee taken up by fom# more able judges of na- 
tursl caufe*.
